It 18s not wise to look upon the depressing side of natural forces 
but it would be unwise not to recognize their power when danger is 
near. Man has created and sent into space through many long, long 
ages the forces that are now gathering for his overthrow. It mat- 
ters not how loudly he calls upon the Gods, the Gods combined can- 
not avert the action of the Universal Law. As he has 8own, 80 must 
he reap; and in the reaping (and here is where the joy in the sor- 
row of the universe tanifests) he can redeem the past, and that is 
what 80 many forget entirely who have thrown aside the truths of 
the Christian religion. | 
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For the last thirty-five years there has been but little 8aid of 
the New Testament among occult students of H. P. Blavatsky and 
others who came after her. It was in a manner put in the back- 
ground for a good reason. As TI have told you before, the New Testa- 
ment holds in its pages all the knowledge of the universe. All the 
diffuse philosophical literature of the ages that preceded the Chris- 
tian era was preparatory. The New Testament- synthes1zes all, but 
it has been 80 misunderstood and misinterpreted that we deemed it 
best to go back to the older philosophies that they might explain the 
New Testament. It is only through the old philosophies that it can 
be understood, for it contains copies of the most occult manuscripts 
in the world ; and the treasures of the hidden chambers of the East, 
of which I have 8poken to you before, are, as I have said of the west- 
ern philosophies, but explanations of all that you find between the 
pages of Matthew and Revelations. You cannot study that book 
too much. It will open to you understanding, with the explanations 
you have already had, as nothing else can. 

On one page in that book is the sentence, *My Father” s house 1s 
a house of prayer, but ye have made it a den of thieves.” My chil- 
dren, do you suppose for a moment that the Master Jesus meant 
the temple in which He was standing at that time? By no means. 
He meant the human heart, the human mind, and it has been a den 
of thieves. It should be a place of aspiration and inspiration. In- 
Stead of these the golden calf has been set up, and the lower man has 
fallen down in worship before that; and it is filled with the sacri- 
fices he has made of his brother's blood. It is the curse of all curses, 
and today the astratgtmosphere about you is loaded with the effects 
of that curse. 

Is it any wonder that you have all felt at times a sense of de- 
press1on that almost bowed you to the ground? The weight of that 
house within you that should be a house of prayer, that has been 
made a den of thieves through all the ages that have gone since your 
innocence passed away, is enough to cause it. 

I would not have you think, my children, that life is all a curse, 
that there is nothing but blackness and darkness and destitution for 
the children of men. But I do desire to awaken those who are sleep- 
Ing. I do desire to bring them to the point where they can recognize 
the fact that their destiny 1s in their own hands—not in the hands 
of a God, not in the hands of a Master.

ANSWERS BY MASTER HILARION 


Question: Referring to the fall of the Angels, was that a 
necessary step in order to bring out a higher manitestation ? 

Answer: It was inevitable. The fall of the Angels into gen-_ 
eration has been but little understood, notwithstanding all the teach- 
ings that have been given. You are perhaps aware that there were 
a limited number of beings sent forth into manifetsation. Those 
beings were composed of atoms, and in order to bring all substance 
of creation up to the point of consciousness which the Creatrs them- 
Selves enjoyed, it was necessarv that it should pass in turn through 
what the Creators had before passed through in other worlds, in 
other hves. 

Question: This process of falling into - creation was, 80 to 
Speak, to separate the Angels in a way, that is to say, the substance 
which belonged to them, to differentiate it ? | 

Answer: Tt was $piritual substance. It was what you would 
term differentiated, but the term would hardly apply to spiritual 
substance. 

You must not forget, my children, in discussing the humanity 
of any age or any world that it is but one 8mall wheel within an- 
other, that there is no beginning to creation, neither will there be an 
end. It is simply imposstble for the brain mind, as it is ordinarily 
constituted, to understand what I might be willing to convey, if pos- 
81ble, of the earlier ages of creation, of which you have not yet the 
shghtest conception, notwithstafiting all that you have been able to 
gather fro mbooks on occultism. The Secret Doctrine goes into that 
subject deeper than any thing else that has ever been published, yet 
there 1s but little that you can comprehend of the Stanzas of the 
Secret Doctrine. 

— Take, for instance, one ray of light. Think of that hight as a 
Spiritual entity, clothed with an inner body which makes 1t possible 
to give hght on the 8piritual plane. The physical body of that light, 
which 1s in manifestation of the physical plane, must be raised by 
the power of evolution to the rank of the s8piritual entity which in- 
habits that body. 
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Question: Light as we percelve it is but the physical body of 
that entity ? 

Answer: Yes, of the spiritual light of entity, the spiritual 
light which 1s consclousness, which 1s love, which is the essence of 
unity. 


Question: Yet that entity is an ever receding 1deal. Is there. 
ever any end to it ? 

Answer: Why, most certainly there 1s an end to it, as you 
would count an end—not an end in reality on the s8piritual plane of 
being. Through an era of manifestation, consciousness 1s a unity 
in diversity, as is matter 'or body. But a body that has been spirit- 
ualized, (you will perhaps be. better able to understand if I say a 
Master who has gained a Nirmanakaya Robe, who 1s one of the An- 
gels of God, as it would be termed in an orthodox chureh) 1s one 
with the All in thought, in feeling, in desire, in will, in motion, but 
he has a separate consc1ous ex1stence.

THE CREATIVE FIRE 


I. 


In writing on such a subject as the Creative Fire in Nature 1t 
w1ll be necessary, in order to present even a very partial view of it, 
to refer to suUubjects which are not as a rule openly discussed. 

To the occultist all things are pure if rightly used, and nothing 
1s too secret to be discussed and analyzed, with a view always of 
gaining knowledge on- the s8ubject. The Lord has created nothing 
in the universe- which has not its definite function to perform and 
its place in the great scheme of things; and to say this thing should 
be considered and not that it is a presumption on the part of man 
that he is a better judge of what should be and what should not be 
than 1s the Almighty Creator who made them. 

It has been the custom of the western world for many genera- 
tions to evade questions of sex, etc., and incalculable harm has re- 
gulted to the race in consequence. Duality runs all through nature. 
We cannot look around us without seeing it everywhere. From the 
lowest molecule to the highest Archangel there 1s this polarity, and 
in our consideration of it let us set aside all thought of sex as 8uch 
and think of it as being the duality in nature of a Great Universal 
Creative Force, running through everything, binding it together, 
and urging it upward and onward toward its ultimate goal of per- 
fection in union with the Supreme. 

In our preceding papers we have tried to show the basic plan on 
which, according to the Wisdom Religion, the universe is built, how 
the material world is the ultimate expression on the lowest plane of 
manifestation of the Most High Spiritual Entity, how this Divine 
Being—God, Brahma, Allah, Gitchie Manitou the Mighty, call Him 
what you will—sends forth periodically from His mighty seat on 
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high an impulse, and the universe unfolds. From the state of pra- 


laya or rest—nothingness as far as this plane of matter 1s concern- 
ed—comes forth a force, and as this force pierces downward into 
the void, around it gradually coalesce the hierarchies which are later 
to rule and be the frame-work on which the universe is to be builded. 

The One Inconceivable, Immutable, Omnipotent becomes Two, 
and we have as a basis for our evolutionary scheme the Great Fath- 
er-Mother—Purusha, Spirit, and Mulaprakriti, or Matter. The lat- 
ter word is derived from the words mula, meaning root, and prak- 
riti, meaning matter —hence Root-Matter, or Primordian Substance. 
From the play of forces between these two all the worlds are built, 
and the polarity of their dual nature extends right through all the 
kingdoms down to the densest rock in the world of matter. 

The first Son to be born of the union of this pair of opposites 1s 
Consciqusness. Out of the umion of Spirit and Matter comes to 
birth another, that which is in its essence the Divine Mentality and 
which forms, later on, as the stream flows downward into the void, 
the basis of the mind force in nature, the Manasic element, that 
which knows or comprehends. 

Here we have the basis of the church tenet of the Holy Family, 
Father, Mother, and Son. The fact that this doctrine of the Holy 
Trinity exists in practically all religions would go onward proving 
that there is a fundamental reason for it at the root of things, no 
matter how it may have been distorted in its translation and degra- 
dation from a mystic conception of a basic law into a humanized trio 
with divine attributes. 

Now, this Holy Trinity has many names, according to the angle 
from which we cons1der it. As stated 80 many times in occult teach- 
ings, we must try to feel the meaning rather than think it. To 
realize anything mystic we must take our conscliousness, for the 
time, into the mystic state. The lower brain mind 1s trained only 
to handle concrete things, and its invariable tendency to pull apart 
and analyze anything presented to it draws the conscliousness down 
out of the state in which, by contemplation, it instinctively knows 
on to the plane where it has to learn by a tedious and unnecessary 
process of balancing, analyzing, and deducing from cause to effect. 

So the Holy Trinity 1s, according to the angle from which we 
look at it, many things; the Father, the Mother, the Son; Matter, 
Force, and Consciousness; Spirit, Soul, and Body; Love, Will, and 
Wisdom; Atma, Buddhi, Manas. They are all different aspects of 
the one great three-fold Force which is at the base of all things, 
both manifest and unmanifest. 

From these three emanate the seven. This is an invariable rule. 
First we have the one point containing the potencies of the whole, 
then the two, the three, and the seven; and the seven-fold classifi- 
cation is the frame or skeleton into which the whole universe 1s 
builded. | 

From the Father, Mother, Son, emanate the Logoi, the Holy 
Sephiroth or Planetary Spirits, which are s8even great Creative 
Forces, or perhaps it 1s better to say seven aspects of the One Crea- 
tive Force. In the esoteric philosophy the word Logos is an abstract 
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term hke the word army. As the word army means an aggregation 
of 80ldiers, s0 the word Logos means an aggregation of active for- 
ces, Creators or Builders. These forces are entities. In their high- 
est principle they are the Archangels, the Creative Dhyan-Chohans, 
the rulers of the universe. As they descend into matter they be- 
come the Sons of Fohat—Electricity, Magnetism, Light, Sound. 
Heat, Cohesion, and Gravitation and their subdivisions, providing 
all the Force in nature. | 

As an 1llustration, the Force which we call Love, which binds 
us. together, 1s an emanation from the Heart of the Deity. It has 
passed down the line of the Planetary Spirit whose function 1s Love 
through the hearts of the Archangels and Dhyan Chohans and 
Dhyani Buddhas, the Saintly and Angelic Hosts of the inner 
Spheres, inspired the Masters, and ensouled in the heart of the 
Group Soul of which we are a part, until it reaches the human heart 
and strikes a chord therein which attunes it, for the time, at least, 
with the Father in Heaven. 

__ Tt passes down through the animal kingdom also, where it mani- 
fests as the sex force, into the vegetable, where we st1ll see the duah- 
ty, the male and female, into the plane of matter where among the 
chemicals we find one which will combine with another to produce 
a third, but always there 1s a selective choice. Hydrogen and oxygen 
meet. There 1s an affinity between them. Love comes, and the mar- 
riage ceremony 1s duly and properly performed in presence of the 
electric s8park (Love), and the result of their union 1s. water. To 
quote from a scientific article in a recent magazine: *"The divorce 
of hydrogen from oxygen 1s an exceedingly difficult matter. Other 
substances, as salts, may be divorced every time they get into a hit- 
tle hot water. This dissociation into 1ons 1s, in fact, a rather close 
approximation to sexuality. 'There are positive and negative 10ns. 
Iwo positives can never combine, neither can two negatives. A 
positive 10n combines only with a negative one. Ions show a strong 
preference for mates. While the hydrogen 1on (-.-) and the sulphate 
ion (—) unite with each other readily if in a solution by themselves ; 
vet if copper (-|-) and hydroxyl (—) ions are also present, the hy- 
drogen 1ion always selects the hydroxil as its mate and leaves the 
Sulphate to the copper.” So we see that as in a ballroom the blonde 
young lady 1s naturally attracted to the handsome dark gentleman 
with the flashing eyes, 80 Miss Sulphate Ion finds her affinity in Mr. 
Hydrogen lon and in him alone. | 

In the units of energy also the scientist finds the semblance of 
8ex. Electrons have either a positive or a negative charge. To quote 
again from my scientific friend: ©fWhen the positive and negative 
charge from opposite poles of a statie machine meet in mid-air, is 
that not as true a case of fsparking' as when the policeman meets 
Bridget at the kitchen door ?” 

So we see that just as Miss Debuntante has a will of her own, 
80 has Miss Oxygen, and she properly exercises her divine right to 
g8elect her true mate. But there are no *marriages de convenance” 
in the realm of nature. Man is the only animal who has evolved this 


atrocity. 
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Now let us return to our Creative Fires in the higher realms 
with a view to tracing their passage downward into humanity, al- 


wavs bearing in mind that there is a duality every where.

This, of course, is an exoteric view, but the correspondences 
can be carried up to higher planes, growing wider and wider, strong- 
er and deeper as they rise. We may, perhaps, obtain a faint intui- 
tive gleam of their significance on the astral plane, but their spiritu- 
al Significance is as yet a sealed mystery to our spiritually blinded 
.eyes. But we do know as we humbly and thoughtfully approach 

,the entrance to the Royal Arcanum, as vell after veil is lifted be- 
fore our eyes, glory upon glory made manifest to our interior 8enses, 
we begin to know the reality of our divine nature and dimly realize 
that we are indeed children of the Highest, atoms of the one Great 

Selt ; and when we reach this point we see more clearly the illusion 
in which we are now wrapped, changing moment by moment like 
the figures in a kaleidoscope, which, like everything else, is a clear 
matter of vibration.

He had lately returned from London where he had heard 
that the prime minister had such a device. On December 29, 1842, 
he had a party of gentlemen to dinner, all of whom tried out the 
new invention. The following day, the story was in the papers and 
Thompson was attacked both by doctors and politicians. We do not 
find that Thompson was required to pay a fine, but the discussion 
In connection with the bathtub resulted in various measures tor the 
restriction of their use. The common council of Philadelphia con- 
$1dered an ordinance to 'prevent any such bathing between the 
months of November and-March. Virginia laid a tax of $30 per year 
ON all bathtubs and extra heavy water rates. In boston there was 
an ordinance forbidding their use except on medical advice. 


Is it any wonder that Science, Rehgion and ideals of Brother- 
hood are halted and the world progress stayed by that inertia of 1g- 
norance, prejudice and narrow mindedness? But see how many 
bathtubs are now in use since 1842. $0 the world do move.” 


As with the bathtub ideal; so with pohtics and progress gen- 
erally. Even the old religious creeds are being probed into severely. 
And now that Wilson has passed from the screen of time as a living 
factor, even his splendid 1deal of a. Brotherhood of Nations may be- 
come popular. And we also feel safe in predicting that now that the 
great genius Dr. Albert Abrams has also passed 1into the great be- 
yond, the basic principles of his great discovery in.diagnosing and 
healing disease w1ll in time become as popular with physiclans gen- 
erally as with the laity that take up with the system 80 enthus1astic-

It he 1s physically 
negatiye and receptive, and the healer strong, healthy, positive, de- 
termined, the disease may be extirpated by the imperative will of 
the operator, which consciously or unconsciously, draws to and re- 
enforces itself with the universal spirit of nature, and restores the 
d1sturbed equilibrium of the patient's aura. He may employ, as an 
auxilary, a crucifix, or impose the hands and will—or like Jesus, * 
and 8ome apostles, he may cure by the word of command. The pro- 
ces8 In each case is the s8ame. | 

In all these instances the cure is radical and real, and without 
Secondary ill-effects. But when one who is himself physically dis- 
eased attempts healing, he not only fails of that, but often imparts 
his ilIness to his patient, and robs him of what strength he may 
have. If a diseased person—medium or not—attempts to heal, his 
torce may be sufficiently robust to displace the disease, to disturb 
it trom its original place, and cause it to Shift to another, where 
8hortly it will appear ; the patient meanwhile thinking himself cured. 

But what if the healer be morally diseased? The consequences 
may be infinitely more mischievous; for it is easier to cure a bodily 
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di8ease than cleanse a constitution infected with moral ' turpitute. 
The mystery of Morzine, Cevennes, and that of the Jansenlists is:

'healing medium” can effect is incalculably great; and such healers 
there are by the hundreds. 


But as we have said before there are real and God-like healers, 
who, notwithstanding all the malice and skepticism of their begoted 
opponents, have become tamous in the world's history. It will sut- 
fice to 8ay that, from first to last, ftrom Pythagoras down to Eliphas 
Levi, trom highest to humblest, every one teaches that the magical 
power Is never possessed by those addicted to vicious indulgences. 


Only the pure in heart **see God”, or exercise divine gitts—only 
SUCH can heal the 11ls of the body, and allow themselves with relative 
Security to be guided by the invisible powers.

St. Germain, the. Count of. Referred to as an, enizratien] pos. cage by 
medern writers. Frederic IL., King of Pruss1a, used to say of him that he was 
14 man whom no one had ever been able to make out. Many are his *©biogra- 
phies”, and each one 1s wilder than the other. By some he was regarded as an 
incarnate god, by others as a clever Alsatian Jew-—his enormous erudition and 
linguistic capacities are undeniable, for he spoke English, Itahan, French, Span- 
ish, Portugese, German, Russlan, Swedish, Danish, and many Slavonian and 
Oriental languages, with equal facihty with a native—Never received a sou 
from anvone, in fact never accepted a glass of water or broke bread with any- 
one. His proficiency in music was marvelous; he played every instrument, the 
violin being his favorite. He never laid claim to <piritual powers, but proved 
to have a right to <xuch claim. He used to pass-into a dead trance from 37 t» 49 
hours without awakening; and then knew all he had to know, and demonstrated 
the fact by phophesyvino futurity and never making a mistake.. He could read a 
Maper in the morning anl. though hardly glancing at it, could reneat. 1ts con- 
tots without missingz cone word days afterwards; he could -write with both hands 

once, the right hand writins a piece of poetry, the left hand a dip!omaric 
2pcr of the greatest iviportazce He coulc read sealed letters without. touck- 
them. while <til] mm the: hank of those who brougkht tlenr to him. He was 
preatest adept in tran mniving metals, making gold and the mos. marvelous 
xmonds. As a matter of cowse he had mwmerous rnentesn. Count. St. Ger- 
mMaln was certainly the weate:t Oriental Auept: Europ2 has seen during the 
=t centuries. But Europe knew him not.  'erchanco $omrecmay recornize him 
| | ext Terreur. wn atrl affect all Europe when tt. comet, and not. one 
eGUNTtYs alone. | 


Mesmer Freidrich Anton... The famous physician who rediscovered and ap- 
plied practically that magnetic fiund in man which was. called animal magne- 
tism, and since then Mesmerism. He was an initiated member of the Brother- 
1oods of the Fratres Lucis and of Lukshoor (or Luxor}, or the Egyptan branch 
of the latter. It was the Council of ©Luxor' which <elected him —according to 
the orders of the *Great Brotherhood” —to act in the 18th century as their usual 
Moneer, ent in the last quarter of every century to enhghten a small portion 
»5f the Western nations in occult lore. It was St. Germain who supervised the 
development of events in this case; and later Cagliostro was commissioned to 
nelp, but having made a series of mistakes, more or lexs fatal, he was recalled 
Of these three men who were at first regarded as quacks, Mesmer 1s already 
vindicated. | 


Cagliostro. A famous Adept, whose real name 1s claimed (by his enemies) 
0 have been Joseph Balsomo. His accepted history is too. well known to need 
repitition and his real history has never yet been told. His fate was that of 
every human being who proves that he knows more than do his fellow-crea- 
tures; he was *stoned to death,” hy -persecutions, lies, and infamous accusa- 
f10ns, and yet he was friend and adviser of the highest and mightiest of every 
land he visited. He was finally tried and sentenced in Rome as a heretic, and 
was Said to have died during his confinement in a State prison (see *Mesmer”.) 
Yet his end was not utterly undeserved, as he had been untrue to his vows in

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CONCERNING THE NEW BIRTH 
(Quoted from a Letter) 

Buddhism, Confucianism, and Bible prophesy (or the Bible) 
are the body, soul, and spirit of humanity and embrace all mankind. 
Buddhism teaches and represents the mind or spirit ; Confucianism 
teaches and represents the 8oul or vitality—morality and virture 
are the hfe of mankind; and prophesy, or the Bible, gives a com- 
plete outline of the human race, and represents the body of humani- 
ty. The body 1s the flesh; the soul is the vitality ; and the spirit 1s 
the mind. 

If you will look back over history you will find that Buddha, 
Contucius, and Daniel were contemporaneous —Buddha, the great 
mystic or mind; Confucius, conceded by all to be the greatest teach- 
er of morality and virtue that ever hved (the vitality of man as com- 
pared with animals); and Daniel, the greatest prophet of all time, 
as can be proven, giving an outline of humanity up to the present 
time. 
Although the things these three represented were with man 
gince Adam, they did not take a hving form- until the exact middle 
of the 6,000 years given to this phase of humanity, or 3,000 years 
from Adam. Humanity has been going through a 6,000-year ges- 
tation; and as in the natural, when four and a half months have gone 
by the first signs of life appear, 80 when 3,000 years had gone by 
the first s1gns of life permeated—prophesy, the body, Confucianism, 
the soul, and Buddhism, the spirit or mind—and have continued 
ever SInce. 

In the 75 vears between 1840 and 1915 great events occurred 
connected with the birth of the hidden child, a male child, humanity 
being female, and also the marriage of a male and female seed (the 
only thing that marriage means), taking humanity one step higher. 
The following events occured: Theosophy ; Spiritualism ; Christian 
Science; New Thought; Socialism, with its offshoots; Anarchy, the 
highest philosophy ever promulgated but impossible of performance 
now; Adventism, which has worked out to a definite and proven con- 
clusion ; and the understanding that cause and effect, or karma, are 
only an effect and the cause 1s still unknown, except to a very few, 
and the understanding changes the whole law of karma and its con- 
clus1ons.

THE CHRISTMAS MESSAGE

Too late for Merry Christmas wishes, some one says, but hear the answer: 
**No, not too late,” for the Christmas message is *Peace on earth, good-will to- 
ward men,” and we want to learn at once that the Christmas message 1s for 
every day of the year. The child who holds peace in its heart and feels kindly 
toward all others, has one long Christmas, all the year round. 


[t is not the giving and receiving of presents that makes Christmas. It is 
not the feasting and merrymaking that makes it. All these may be right in 
their places, but unless there 1s peace in the heart, and good-will toward men, 
we might give or receive a countless number of presents, and we might dance 
until we were weary, but we would have no knowledge of what Christmas really 


IS. 


The message of Peace and Good Will was brought by Jesus centuries ago. 

We have all heard the story of the shepherds and the wise men, the star and the 

_ Infant Chkrist. To many of us it never grows old; but in listening to it we must 

not forget that before Jesus came there were many people who knew the Christ- 
mas of peace and good will, and that it may also come to every heart. 


Some of you may have heard of Krishna and Buddha. They lived long be- 
fore Jesus was upon the earth, but they brought the same message of peace. 
Quetzalcoatl told to the Aztecs, and Hiawatha brought it to the Indians. His- 
tory tells us not only of the peaceful life of the Aztecs, but shows that they 
knew much of the sciences and arts. 


It would be difficult to mention all those who have brought the message of 
Christmas to the world. Each race has had its own Saviour, and all have been 
much alike in many ways. | 


They have all promised to return. Quetzalcoatl sailed away in a boat, 
promising his people to come back to them. Hiawatha departed in about the 
Same way: 


*On the shore stood Hiawatha 

Turned and waved his hand at parting; 
On the clear and luminous water 
Launched his birch canoe for sailing.” 


The story of Manco Capac and his sister Mama QOello is an interesting one. 
We find their story in the history of Peru.* They were said to have descended 
from the sun, having been sent by Higher Ones living there. Manco Capac car- 
ried with him a golden wedge. He was to carry this until he came to the place 
where it would sink into the ground and disappear. There the kingdom on

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'earth was to be founded. The wedge disappeared in Peru, and at that place a 
citv named Cuzco was founded. The ruler of the kingdom was called the Inca, 
and he must alwavs be a descendent of Manco Capac. The history of the Incas 
<hows that peace and harmony was among them. There was no poverty, for all 
owned the land ia common. Lands and houses were divided. During the s1ck- 
ness of any one, the state appointed some one to care for the s1ck man's proper- 
ty, without any charge.  Storehouses were built and filled with food and grain. 
If the crops failed in any section, the Inca directed that grain be distributed 
among the people. In the city were two temples, one to the Sun and one to the 
Mocn. In the Temple of the Sun was a golden wheel, which caught the sun's 
ravs by day. In the Temple of the Moon was a <ilver wheel which caught the 
rays of the moon by night. \ 


We have seen how all races were given the Christmas message and how it 
brought joy and plenty. It was only when <strangers, seeking wealth and fame 
for themselves, entered the kingdom with war and cruelty, that unhappiness and 
noverty Came. 


The other <ide of the Christmas season should be remembered also. The 
merrymaking has a meaning for us too. In England, Christmas 1s celebrated in 
many places by burning the vule-log. The Yule was celebrated by the Druids, 
and is also as<oclated with the New Year festivities, 


There was at one time a severe plague among the white races of the north. 
A noble young priest of the Druids, Ram by name, was much grieved, even 
though he knew the plague to be caused by the wickedness of the people. He 
went one evening to the woods, and, lying down to rest under an oak tree, fell 
asleep: While he <lept, a powerful voice called him by name. He awoke, and 
<aw before him a man, clothed like the Druids and carrying in his hand a wand 
about which a <erpent was twined. The Druid raised Ram, and showing him, 
upon the tree under which he had slept, a very pretty branch of mistletoe, said 
to him: —©*O, Ram! The remedy which thou seekest, there it 1s.” He immediate- 
ly took from his breast a small gold pruning knife, cut the branch, and gave it 

Ram. 


From this branch a remedy was made which cured the people of the plague. 
The mistletoe became a sacred plant, and a day was appointd for remembering 
the blessing it had brought. "This day was called the Feast of Noel, or New 
Yule, which means New Salvation or New Health. This feast was placed at 
the beginning of the year, or the winter solstice, when the sun is farthest south. 


The use of holly, ivy, rosemary, bay and laurel, also comes from the Druids. 
It was tneir belief that Sylvan spirits flocked to the evergreens, and there re- 
mained. unnipped from froxst. 


All the old customs and beliefs, such as the ringing of bells at midnight, 
the singing of carols, the coming of Santa Claus, the oxen falling cn their knees 


in the stable at midnight, have come from <omething deeper than most of us 
understand. 


It 1s well for us to study the truths in these things, and s0 fill our hearts 


with the true Christmas and New Year Spirit, and 80 be worthy to recelve the 
message that may come to each one.
